Dealing in oysters is no sinecure, for'it 


requires strong, healthy, hard-working 
men, inured to a rough sailor life. 


The principal rendezvous of tho oyster 


fleot is at tbo ivharl at the footof SI. Philip, 
Hospital and Ursulines streets. Thero aro 
engaged in this floating trade between two 
hundred and tbrce hundred luggers, lhat 
present a picturesque sight as they lay- 
bobbing: noso on at tho landing. They 
stretch out here in a long line, sometimes 
several rows deep. They aro one-masted 
craft, ranging from two to eight tons, and

so built as to bo capable of withstanding 
most any sort of woathcr. Tliouch carry- 
ing but ono siii! the spread of caavas is con- 
siderable, while tho boat itself is large 
onoiish to hold two hundred or three hun- 
dred tuba of oyatera and affords room for 
tho captain and his crow of two or three 
luen. 


Tho principal oystcr-f.elds aro at Bayou 


Cool:, Grand Islo, the Salt Beds, tho Tim- 
balier Islands, nnd tho roofs lying between, 
A number of the lugger captains have thoir 
own liiihurnian, who supply them with, tho 
bivalves under contract the year round. 
Seven or eight or evon moro fishermen aro 
thus engaged supplying the delicious shell- 
fish to one captain, although wlica they tiro 
short he can obtain his load wherever ho 
can get it. 


The fishermen generally worlc on their 


own hook, though somo aro in partnership 
with the luggcrmon. Tho firsVclass sell to 
tho captain at so much n tub- a tub being a 
flour barrel sawod in two and heaped up in 
tho measure. For Bayou Cook oysters tho 
pi-ice at the fishing grounds is H..50 per bar- 
rel, and no iess. Thcro is no beating down 
—it is either "pay or no take." On his ar- 
rivnl hero the captain sells his cargo at tho 
rate of from il.TCi to S--.30 per barrel, ac- 
cording to tho domand. On rare occasions 
an overstocked ir.urkct causes n loss, tha 
price dropping iloivn to Sl.ij per barrel. 
Besides his proiit ir: the difference between 
tho buying and selling price, tho lugger- 
IUHII also has a margin in the measure, giv- 
ing less in the samo marketable quantity 
than ho receives. This covers his expenses 
of canal tolls, towago and other incidental 
outlays. 


Tho second class of fishermen, who aro ia 


partnership with tho luggermen, gather 
thoir oysters and await the returns ir thoir 
| regular course of business. Tho captain 


'• brings his cargo to tho city, disposes of it, 
i pays tho expenses of tho trip, and tho bal- 


ance Is divided, one share for tho captain, 
ODO sharo lor tho boat,' which goes also to the 
captain; an'd''oao*shafe"each"to'ttootherB, 


make thoir landing tho captain sells out his 
cargo to tho dealers that arc regular cus- 
tomers or to others whose orders ho can 
fill. This ends his connection with his 
cargo. Ho has nothing to do with ihe dis- 
charging of tho oystovs. This is attended 
to by the buyer, who has to pay fifteen cents 
for every two baskots or ten cents for ono 
basket to have them carried ashore. This 
work is dono exclusively by an organized 
body of men, designated as the "Benevolent 
Association of Oyster-Dischargers." They 
have exclusive control of tho discharging of 
oysters, and, if overcrowded, employ their 
own help. Tho oysters arc shovoled. into a 
basltot, which is plied heaping full. Then a 
man in a blouse or an open flannel shirt and 
wearing a peaked-shape felt hat, hoists tho 
basket upon his right, shouldor, grips it 
firmly with both hands, and marches up tho 
gang-plank and over the 
wooden walk 


leading to tho levee. Tho load is a heavy 
ono and requires muscle to handle it. On 
reaching his destinaiion tho carrier dumps 
out his basket of oysters and returns for 
more. 


Oysters to bo shipped aro dumped into 


barrels that aro ready on the wharf. When 
a basket has been dumped into a barrel tho 
barrel is well-shaken and the oysters leveled 
by hand. The samo process is gone through 
with until the barrel is full, when the top 
shells are made lo lie even. Then ihe cooper 
drives down Ihe hoops aud secures tho head, 
when the consignments aro ready for ship- 
ment, cither by rail or ship. 


The city dealers generally have their own 


wagons, which they either drive themselves 
or send dorni to tho wharf to get their 
oysters. Tho oysters aro thrown into Ihe 
wagon by ihe man with the basket, who 
sometimes fitops to have a con flab with tho 
driver, who bends over his sideboards to 
whispor his sayings and opinions ot tho 
subject into tho car of his listener. 


Thcso men aro invariably steady workers, 


but move along in u quiet easy fashion that, 
nothing disturbs, and, unlike a base-ball 
player, they never got rattled. 


Tho oyster trade is ycarlyon the increase. 
It now supports in tho handling alone- bo- 
tween five thousand and six- thousand men, 
besides tho army of retail dealers, shippers 
und restaurants that dish up iho tempting 
morsel in styles known to iho culinory urt.' 


Some throe hundred luggers aro engage! 


in Lhe business, making regular trips to 
the bods, the trips occupying from three to 
fifteen d.iys. according to circumstances. 


New Orleans is said to bo the host oyster 


market in tho vrorKl, and is now supplying 
tho Western and Northern cities, even in- 
cluding Baltimore.
